things, we are in great danger of being 
misied by our prejudices. If we receive a 
wrong impression at first, it requires but 
a few slight reasons, occasionally given, to 
confirm that impression in a fixed preju- 
dice, or prepossession that will not easily 
admit of further and impartial inquiry.— 
But it is the province of reason to admit 
investigation, to be watchful of preposses- 
sions, and to try them, till the ideas held 
by them are known to be established on 
something better than their own basis. 

1 Some years since I was in conversa- 
tion with Esq. D , who spoke of the 
awful solemnity of the scene, when the 
Son of man should come in the clouds of 
Heaven, &c. as mentioned in Matt. 24: 30. 
I asked him what was the meaning of the 
word generation in the 34th verse, where 
it reads—“this generation shall not pass 
till all these things be fulfilled.” “Why,” 
said he (with an air of surprise) “it means 
all the people that will ever live on this 
earth.”” Now the Esq. was tolerably quick 
sighted, and understood his official duty 
very well; but my friend, what other defi- 
nition could he possibly give this word, 
since he took it tor granted that the com- 
ing of the Son of man would take place 
when this globe which we inhabit should 
be struck out of existence.— All this I did 
not so-much wonder at, as I readily per- 
ceived that his mistake was owing to pre- 
conceived opinion or his having been shut 
up in the closet. 

2 Soon after this, I went to hear a very 
pious minister preach, who stated in his 
discourse, what he was pleased to call a 
plain declaration of scripture, which was 
this, “If ye die in your sins where I am 
going ye cannot come.” This I really 
thought I had read a great many times, 
but wishing to examine the context,I went 
directly home, took my bible and concor- 
dance and soon satisfied myself that there 
was no such text between the two lids of 
the bible,—which discovered to me that 
the minister and myself had, in this par- 
ticular, both been shut up in the closet. 

3 On naming this circumstance to oth- 
ers, they would exclaim “why, yes it is in 
the bible, I have read it an hundred times;” 
but on search they were always unable to 
find it;—which 5rought to my view, that it 
was no uncommon thing for people in this 
particular instance to be shut up in the 
closet. 

4°On mentioning the above circum- 
stance to one particular man, he after con- 
sulting his minister as I suspected, return- 
ed with his bible, and with great appar- 
ent gladness depicted in his countenance 
stated to me, that I was mistaken; 
for he had found the text, where it reads 
as quoted above, verbatim, and cited me 
to John, viii. 21.24. After all the argu- 
ment I was capable of using to convince 
him of his mstake, he went away with a 
seeming unshaken confidence in the cor- 
rectness of his own statement,which show- 
ed to me that in some instances people 
seem to be determined to stay in the 
closet. 

5 Since this text has been so publicly 
and clearly pointed out to be spurious, I 
have heard ministers try to evade their 
liability should they be called in question, 
by quoting it thus, “If ye die in your sins, 
1 am authorised by scripture to tell you, 
that where Christ is gone you never can 
come;” thus leaving it to the preconceived 
opinien of their less informed hearers, to 
construe it in the old fashioned way. In 
this way they seem to think that they 
leave themselves a small hole to crawl out 
at, should they be questioned. But all 
this discovers in them «an extreme loath- 
ness to let people out of the closet. 

6. Not long since we had a four cays 
meeting in this neighborhood; and observ- 
ing people drawing round a stand, called 
the altar, seemingly believing as their 
ministers told them, that their salvation 
depended on their kneeling down to be 
praved for, I said to myself—poor mis-led 
creatures; [ do not doubt your sincerity; 
but you had better take the bible for your 
guide; these ministers are only shutting 
you up in the closet. 

7. I lately heard a minister state to 
his congregation, at the commencement 
of his discourse, that he was about to 
preach no new doctrine to them, but the 
same that was preached by the Apostles 
about eighteen hundred years ago. From 
this he soon began to threaten them with 
never ending punishment in hell, which 
induced me to say to myself,—if you will 
only take the trouble to read the Acts of 
the Apostles and their Epistles, you will 
find no such precedent; and therefore, if 
you are honest, your mistake must be ow- 
ing to your having beea shut up in the 
closet. 

8. When [hear people quote passages 
of scripture, which relate wholly to tem- 
poral things, to prove our condition after 
death; such as the 28th Deut. and 25th 
Matt. I cannot but think that they under- 
stand their bible as erroneously as I did 
the word openly, which was probably ow- 
ing to old mistress Payson’s shutting me 
up in the closet. 

9. Ihave heard people contend that 
the wicked prosper in this world, better 
than the righteous; and quote the first 
part of the 73d Psalm to prove it, leaving 
the last part unnoticed. Now I think if 
these people would pause for a moment, 
and reflect upon the potnt of view that this 
places the character of God in, and at the 
same time read the whole chapter tn con- 
nection, and call in to their aid their own 
every day’s observations, they would dis- 
c.uver at once that this originates from 
preconceived opinion which has shut so 
many thousands up in the closet. 

10. When I see aman of very small 
attainments come into a neighborhood and 
get up what is called a revival of eae 
by a peculiarly effecting tone of voice, 
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and loud and terific exclamations, which 
only work upon the passions of peuple, I 
say to myself—you may possibly be hon- 
est; but you are not convincing the judg- 
ment of people and making them better 
citizens and consequently better Chris- 
tians; but only shutting them up in a sec- 
tarian closet. 

11. The Apostle James says chap. i. 
verse 27, ‘Pure religion and undefiled 
before God and the Father is this: To 
visit the fatherless and widews in their af- 
fliction, and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world.” Now such religion as 
is here inculcated, I very much admire. 
I think it is the greatest ornament that a 
human being can possess. But many peo- 
ple in these days contend practically that 
religion is a creature of such a mysterious 
make, that one’s entire nature must be re- 
versed or changed, in order to fit him for. 
the undefinable operation of receiving it. 
This must be followed by Sabbath keep- 
ing, hearing sermons, performing Church 
ceremonies, and making long prayers, 
filled with flatteries and compliments to 
God disgusting even to a man of common 
understanding and decency, and much 
less calculated to please God He must 
make great pretentions to personal holi- 
ness, and loudly and constantly denounce 
eternal wrath upon all those who have too 
much knowledge and common sense to 
believe all their doctrine or ¢pprove of all 
their doings. To worship and obey God, 
is certainly a duty; and to lear sermons | 
from those capable of teaching, may be | 
profitable. But to snppose that the whole | 
of our duty consists in devotion, is differ- 
ing widely frem the Apostle respecting 
pure religion, and must, I think, be admit- 
ted to be owing to having been shut up in 
the closet. 

12. Asthe growth of the mind from 
error to truth, is progressive, like the seed 
cast into the ground, which makes its ap- 
pearance, first by the blade, then the ear 
and after that the ripe corn in the ear; so 
there are none but those who possess can- 
did, reflecting minds, but must travel 
through time burthened with all the su- 
perstitions of their predecessors and at 
last die shut up in the closet. 

13. I began to write you without any 
particular subject in view; but I hardly 
know where to close, as time and oppor- 
tunity would fail me to enumerate a small 
part of the instances where I think a very 
serions stop is put to the progress of in- 
formation—owing to prejudice or having 
been shut up in the closet. 

14. I know not how my views may 
agree with yours; but truth is all I want, 
and truth says a celebrated author will 
hurt noone. This isthe doctrine of rea- 
son and common sense, and as | expect 
some thing from yuu in return, you will
